A RAILROAD CRASH. 


Two Trains Run into Each}Other— 
Killed and Wounded. 

CANASEERAGA, WN. Y., July 18,— 
Trains Nos, 8 eastward and 7 westward, 
on the Erie Railroad, both through ex- 
press trains, came in collision on single 
track one mile east of Canaseceraga, at 
9 o’clock this morning while going at the 
rate of from fifteen to twenty miles an 
hour. The west bound train carried 
passengers from New York at 7 o'clock 
last evening. Both engines were de- 
stroyed, and the baggage and smoking cars 
of the west bound train were utterly de- 
stroyed. A number of passengers in the 
westward smoking car were hurt. A 
gentleman from Philadelphia has his left 
urm and leg broken, and seems to be in- 
jured internally. He appears to be 
the worst hurt. A couple of other pas- 
sengers Who were in the same car have 
their arms broken and a number have 
suffered severe cuts and bruises. The 
baggage master of the western train, 
named Atkins, was killed. A brakeman 
of the same train had his ankle broken. 
The firemen and engineers escaped.. The 
engine of the eastward train plunged 
through the engine, baggaged and smok- 
ing car of the western train, smashed the 
front platform and glass in from the end 
of the first-class forward car, which was 
filled with ladies and children; but all es- 
caped without injury, The baggage car 
of the eastern train had its end and side 
burst open, but the baggage car was un- 
injured. The western baggage was de- 
stroyed, and the mails soaked and torn. 
It is stated that the eastward train had the 
right of way. The westward train should 
have waited at Burns’, the next station of 
consequence. The westward conductor 
says that he had a new engineer this 
morning, and that he instructed him at 
Burns’ to pull up to the station and wait 
for the train; instead of which he 
plunged ahead. The road curves sharply 
to the east around a hill, and trains are 
invisible to each other one hundred yards 
apart.

TRUE HYDROPHOBIA. 


A Little Boy, Who Had Been Bitten 
bv a Mad Dog, Dies in Feartul 
ALgony—A Sad Scene at 
Bellevue Tlos- 
pital. 

'New York Herald. } 

Another victim has been added to the 
already long list of deaths by that most 
fearfulof all dreaded diseases, hydro- 
phobia. This time the unfortunate suf- 
ferer was a little boy, seven years of age, 
named William MeGuinnis, who resided 
with his parents at No. 62 Essex street, 
and who was bitten by a mad dog in the 
lip while at play on May 25 last. He 
cauterized the wound with lunar caustic 
snd sewed it together. The boy appeared 
to suffer but little pain. The wound rap- 
idly healed up, and but little more was 
thought of the matter. On Wednesday 
afternoon, however, the boy went into 
the house and complained of feeling 
somewhat unwell, This was not thought 
much of, as he had overheated himself 
while playing. After resting a short 
while it was noticed that he appeared to 
be unusually quiet. He would eat or 
drink nothing, and soon after a peculiar 

TWICUING OF HIS MUSCLES 
was observed and he became very excita- 
ble, so much so that he did not sleep du- 
ring the ensuing night. On Thursday 
the boy seemed to be frightened at every 
little thing, and if approached by a tly 
would shriek out, and could with difh- 
eulty be pacitied. In the evening he was 
taken to a friend’s house, where he ate of 
an orange, 2 banana, and other things, 
returning home again at 11 o’clock. He 
then commenced playing with his father, 
and while the play was geing on began 
to have violent twiching of the muscles, 
throwing himself on the floor and barking 
aud snapping like a dog. He was next 
attacked with spasins,. When somewhat 
recovered from the tirst of these he was 
induced to eat some huckleberries €nd to 
drink a dose of salts. This latter he ef- 
fected. only after fearful struggles.  ITe 
erasped the tumbler 
CONVULSIVELY WITH BOTH HANDS, 

and after swallowing one or two tea- 
spoontuls olf the liquid was again at- 
tacked with spasms more violent than 
before, at the same time frothing at the 
mouth, Ilis parents, not knowing what 
todo more for him, took him aguin to 
the police station, Dr. Powell was scnt 
for. Finding he could do nothing he 
had him removed to Bellevue Hospital 
at half-past 3 4. w., yesterday. He was 
placed under the charge of Dr. Robt. A. 
Murray, the house physician, who gives 
the following account of the case: 

The patient had a very anxious coun- 
tenance, the pupils of the eyes being 
much dilated. He was slightly foaming 
at the mouth and desired to spit every 
few seconds. He was attacked with vio- 
lent convulsions every two or three 
minutes, writhing and twisting about 
in a fearful manner. His skin was hot 
and perspiring. ILis pulse was one hun- 
dred and twenty-three, and his respiration 
twenty-four. The boy was asked to drink 
water, Which he did convulsively. This 
threw-him into tetanoid spasms after swal- 
lowing atea spoonfulorso. The spasms 
shortly after this became very frequent, 
recurring every fifteen seconds. He was 
treated with a hypodermic injection of 


morphia, which, however, produced no- 


effect on the respiration .or the pupil of 
eve. After an interval of twenty-five 
minutes another hypodermic injection 
Was administered, but with no better ef- 
fect than The last. The patient at this 
lime appeared to be suilering intense 
agony, 

SNAPPING HIS TEETH 
and moaning like a dog, while 
same time he frothed at the mouth. He 
was then anesthized with chloroform, 
which quieted him for a short while, 
when he again suffered from convulsions 
and becam delirious, when it was found 
necessary to use some force to restrain 
him in his bed. Ife finally died at tive a. 
M. yesterday. 

THE RESULT OF THE POST-MORTEM. 

Yesterday afternoon a post-mortem 
was made on the body at the hospital hy 
Dr. Arnold, the Curator of the Bellevue 
Medical Museum; in the presence of Drs. 
J. 1. Crane, A. B. Mott, Young, Murray, 
Shaw and Lewis, Coroner Woltman and 
Deputy Coroner Dr. Shine. The results 
oltained showed : 

Externally a cicatrix of the right angle of 
the mouth, extending down the lower lip, 
which had a blush tint; rigor mortis well 
marked. The thoracle cavity being 
opened, both lungs were found congested 
an adamentous, the apex of the right 
ung bound down by old pleuritie adhe- 
sions; heart formal. On being separated 
the vessels poured out a large quantity of 
dark fluid, half filling the pleural cavi- 
ties. The spleen was adherent to the 
diaphragm. Liver, some fatty spots 
on the surface. Kidneys congested 
Larynx containel a large quanti- 
ty of frothy mucus, which | ex- 
tended down in thetrachea. Mucuscoat 
of both very much congested. Phymus 
glands large. Brain much congested, 
especially over posterior lobes. Cerbe- 
lum, also “ynuch ‘congested. Cutting 
through the brain the puncta were well 
marked, aud on being separated blood 
oozed out. The flood of fourth. venticle 
very much congested. Medulla oblongata 
very much congested. . 

The medulla oblongata and the larynx 
were taken by Dr. Arnold for examina- 
tion-under the microscope, and for the 
purpose of obtaining from the latter 
some of the mucus to inject into the veins 
of a dog by way of experiment. 

It has been ascertained that two other 
children were bitten by the same dog and 
just after McGuinness was bitten, but 
whether they have suffered any ill effects 
therefrom could not be discovered,
